This is the item that headed the per- 


sonal column of the Arizona papers 
recently. 


Back of this is a story that has set 


all Arizona agog—the tale of a woman 
masquerad'ng in cowboy attire, lasso- 
ing cattle, taking part in snooting 
scrapes, leading the wild, free adven- 
turous life of the Arizona vaquero— 
the story of a woman who, because 
her father had been hanged as a horse 
thief, changed her name, hid her sex, 
and the beating of hoof and the whizz- 
ing of bullet, sought to drown the me- 
mory of the disgrace. As a fitting 
finale, when her sex was discovered, 
she married "Captain Luck," the brav- 
est and boldest cowboy in all Arizona. 


It is a story kindled with strange 


and dramatic incidents that could 
occur nowhere save in Arizona, where 
still puts fiction to blush and boot and 
spur have not altogether given away 
to patent leathers. 


It was just about a year ago that 


a slender, clean-shaven youth asked 
for work at one of the big cattle 
ranches near Williams. Captain Dick, 
who was the leader of the cowboys, 
engaged the "tenderfoot," and "Jack 
Hall,"the name the applicant for work 
gave, won his spurs in u*e annual ro- 
deo for which the cowboys were then 
preparing. 


By day Jack sat his horse rounding 


up the cattle and at night slept on the 
ground. He was quiet and distant to- 
wards the other cowboys, but for tne 
most part they liked him. Before the 
first month Lad passed he had an op- 
portunity to show his mettle. 


A number of cowboys were spend- 


ing the night in a typical Arizona 
town—one saloon per every fifteen in- 
habitants. 
Jack Hall, in search of 


Captain Dick, dropped into one of the 
saloons. A cowboy, revolver in hand, 
was acting as master of ceremonies, 
while in the middle of the. floor the 
barkeeper, half dead from fatigue, 
was doing a dance, to the amusement 
of the rest of tho cowboys.

The pursuit and killing aroused in- 


dignation throughout the territory. 
The cowboys had done no real or seri- 
ous damage, according to Arizona 
ethics, and accordingly they should 
have been allowed to go their way un- 
molested. Besides, they had wasted 
all their amraunitioi and they had not 
a fair chance. Such was the general 
verdict of the affair. 


The day after the killing Capt- Dick

Revising the Constitution. 


The dosinibility of a revision of the 


Constitution, of the I'uiicd States has 
many times boon snppoited by public 
writers and speakers, but no organ- 
ized effort to bring about that end has 
until recently been made. At their re- 
cent State convention tho Republicans 
of Nebraska incorporated a plank in 
their platform calling for such revis- 
ion and proposing that a. constitution- 
al convention be called. Tho revisions 
which the Nebmskans propose is n 
thing very difficult of accomplishment. 
The subject must be well discussed 
before t! e States will seriously con- 
sidi r Hie propriety of acting. When 
this point shall have been roa-.'hcd *.ho 
ratification of tho idea by two-thirds 
of the -Stares will be -necessary befor-' 
tho convention can be called. Then 
such a convention is certain to be of 
wonryinc duration. Constitutional re- 
vision cannot bo accomplished iu less 
time than a term of years;—and it is 
perhaps just as well that a matter ol 
tliis kind cannot be quickly consum- 
mated.

DEATH SPRING. 


Water in Nevada lo Which Men and 


Animals Fall Victims. 


The death of Robert Watson, a cat- 


tle man. after drinking- of the waters 


, of-"Death Spring-'' in the Rabbit Hole 


Mountains, again brings into promi- 
nence this terror of Nevada stockmen. 
The spring is situated in 
Humboltff 


County, Nevada. Its waters are so im- 
pregnated with arsenic that death re- 
sults to most creatures that drink from 
it. Running from the spring is a tiny 
stream, clear as crystal, which sinks 
into the ground about a hundred yards 
from the spring. Along the banks of 
this stream are to be found ?he bones 
of hundreds of small animals, and even 
of deer, sheep and cattle that have 
drank of the water and died. 


Stockmen have bxnlt a high 
fence 


about the spring and, so far as is pos- 
sible, have inclosed the stream. 
It 


seems impossible, however, to keep 
stock from drinking the water. Situa- 
ted many miles from any other water 
supply, cattle will get it no matter 
M'hat precautions are taken to prevent 
them. Hundreds of head of stock are 
lost each year on account of it. 


Watson had lived in the vicinity for a 


quarter of a century and 
was well 


"aware of the ratal properties or me 
?pring. He v.'as out Minting stock when 
lie became separated from his compan- 
ions. He lost his horse and was obliged 
tn follow them on foot.

SOMETHING TO THINK OF. 


Editor of the Htrn\l- 
While the re- 


newal of the lighting contract is under 
advisement, allow me to advance an 
idea for the consideration of the citizens. 
The report of 1898 shows that upwards 
of eighteen thousand dollars is paid for 
lighting the streets and public build- 
ings of Portsmouth. Under the present 
system no material saving can be ex- 
pected. Tho people will not be satisfied 
with nny less light nor can the com- 
pany afford to furnish it for less money 
and live. But the city can do its own 
lighting at very much less expense and 
tho purpose ol this article in to show 
how it cuii be done. Lot the city appro- 
priate liftceu tLousaud dollars per year 
for leu years. Issue bonds for fifty thous- 
and dollars, moro or less, as may be huf- 
ficient to purchase a duplicate sei of en 
gmes and ih namos to do city lighting 
exclusively. Install them at tho pump- 
ing station and let the present force of 
engineers and firemen run them, as wol 
as the pumps. 
Nothing need be al- 


lowed for iusidn help or oflice expense

ntrbon lamps, oil, outsido labor, inter- 
est and incidentals of all kinds.
